SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Bungalows  at  Calgarth  have  been  completed;  water 
is  supplied  from  the  Thirlmere  Aqueduct  and  the  sewage  is 
dealt  with  through  the  Council’s  System. 

No  other  changes  have  been  made  in  the  sanitary 
arrangements. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk. 

Two  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  on  behalf  of  the 
Westmorland  County  Council  and  tested  for  cleanliness  and 
the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli.  Tubercle  bacilli  were  not 
found,  but  the  cleanliness  was  not  satisfactory. 


Meat  and  other  Foods. 

Meat  has  been  supplied  from  the  Central  Slaughter¬ 
house  in  Kendal  under  Ministry  arrangements. 


Adulteration,  etc.,  and  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of 
Food. 

The  County  Council  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority, 
and  this  work  is  carried  out  by  Mr.  C.  J.  H.  Stock,  County 
Analyst,  Darlington. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES. 

There  were  few  cases  of  infectious  disease  other  than 
Measles.  These  consisted  of  two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  one 
of  Diphtheria  which  had  been  contracted  out  of  the  District, 
two  of  Erysipelas,  five  of  Pneumonia  and  70  of  Measles. 

Modern  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation  is  still  lack¬ 
ing. 

Artificial  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has  been  con¬ 
tinued  and  A.P.T.  is  the  prophylactic  which  has  been  used; 
70  children  under  five  years  and  150  children  of  school  age 
have  been  immunised. 

There  are  two  hostels  for  children,  one  at  Waterbeck  for 
non-notifiable  infectious  diseases  and  one  at  Tarn  Rigg  for 
the  relief  of  tired  householders;  also  a  residential  nursery  at 
St.  John’s  Vicarage.
